A. This is a cumtract relating to the carriage 
of goods for hire. The carrier for hire, ina par 
ticular case only ts answerable for ordtuary 
neglect; butif he be a common carrier, te is 
answerable for all acentents and thefts, and 
even for a lows by robbery. He is answerable 
for all losses that do oot fall within the excepted 
cases of the act of God, or public enemies. 

Q. Who are commen carriers ? 

A. Common carriers are those persons who 
undertake to carry goods generally, and for ail 
people indifferently tor hire, and with or without 
a special agreement as to price. In this class 
of persons are included the owners of stages, 
wagons, and coaches, who carry goods as well 
as ay? for hire: wagoners, tearmsters, 
carmen, the masters and owners of ships, ves- 
sels, and all water-craft, ying to interna!
